1. Names and roles of the individuals who will perform the services and description of their education 
and experience with projects similar to the services contained herein: 

This proposal is made by the Law Firm Triarsi, Betancourt, Wukovits, & Dugan, L.L.C., 
whose offices are located at 186 North Avenue, East, Cranford, New Jersey. Joseph J. Triarsi is 
the Managing Partner of the aforesaid firm and Richard D. Huxford, Esq., will be the attorney of 
record in all matters.

Mr. Huxford received his Bachelor of Arts Degree, cum laude, from 
Montclair State University and his J.D., cum laude, from Widener University. He has been a 
member in good standing of the State Bar Association for sixteen (16) years. Legal services would 
also be rendered by other members of the firm, inclusive of Joseph J. Triarsi, who received his 
Bachelor of Science Degree from Villanova University and his J.D. from Boston College Law 


School, and was admitted to the Bar in 1969; and Mark P. Dugan, who received his Bachelor of 
Science Degree from Lehigh University, and his J.D. from Benjamin N. Cardozo School of Law, 
and was admitted to the New Jersey Bar in 1984. 

At the present time, Triarsi, Betancourt, Wukovits, & Dugan, L.L.C., provides legal 
services to the Borough of Roselle Park and the Township of Clark. Mr. Huxford currently holds 
the position of Borough Attorney for the Borough of Roselle Park and Municipal Prosecutor for 
the Borough of Roselle Park.

Signature requirements. Complete the certification as indicated 
in 1 through 5 below. 

1. Interest, dividend, and barter exchange accounts 
opened before 1984 and broker accounts considered active 
during 1983. You must give your correct TIN, but you do not 
have to sign the certification. 

2. Interest, dividend, broker, and barter exchange 
accounts opened after 1983 and broker accounts considered 
inactive during 1983. You must sign the certification or backup 
withholding will apply.

5. Mortgage interest paid by you, acquisition or 
abandonment of secured property, cancellation of debt, 
qualified tuition program payments (under section 529), IRA, 
Coverdell ESA, Archer MSA or HSA contributions or 
distributions, and pension distributions. You must give your 
correct TIN, but you do not have to sign the certification.

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Secure Your Tax Records from Identity Theft 

Identity theft occurs when someone uses your personal 
information such as your name, social security number (SSN), or 
other identifying information, without your permission, to commit 
fraud or other crimes. An identity thief may use your SSN to get 
a job or may file a tax return using your SSN to receive a refund. 

To reduce your risk: 

• Protect your SSN, 

• Ensure your employer is protecting your SSN, and 

• Be careful when choosing a tax preparer. 

Call the IRS at 1-800-829-1040 if you think your identity has 
been used inappropriately for tax purposes. 

Victims of identity theft who are experiencing economic harm 
or a system problem, or are seeking help in resolving tax 
problems that have not been resolved through normal channels, 
may be eligible for Taxpayer Advocate Service (TAS) assistance. 
You can reach TAS by calling the TAS toll-free case intake line 
at 1-877-777-4778 or TTY/TDD 1-800-829-4059. 

Protect yourself from suspicious emails or phishing 
schemes. Phishing is the creation and use of email and 
websites designed to mimic legitimate business emails and 
websites. The most common act is sending an email to a user 
falsely claiming to be an established legitimate enterprise in an 
attempt to scam the user into surrendering private information 
that will be used for identity theft. 

The IRS does not initiate contacts with taxpayers via emails. 
Also, the IRS does not request personal detailed information 
through email or ask taxpayers for the PIN numbers, passwords, 
or similar secret access information for their credit card, bank, or 
other financial accounts. 

If you receive an unsolicited email claiming to be from the IRS, 
forward this message to phishing@irs.gov. You may also report 
misuse of the IRS name, logo, or other IRS personal property to 
the Treasury Inspector General for Tax Administration at 
1-800-366-4484. You can forward suspicious emails to the 
Federal Trade Commission at: spam@uce.gov or contact them at 
www.consumer.gov/idtheft or 1 -877-1 DTHEFT(438-4338).

Privacy Act Notice 

Section 6109 of the Internal Revenue Code requires you to provide your correct TIN to persons who must file information returns with the IRS to report interest, 
dividends, and certain other income paid to you, mortgage interest you paid, the acquisition or abandonment of secured property, cancellation of debt, or 
contributions you made to an IRA, or Archer MSA or HSA. The IRS uses the numbers for identification purposes and to help verify the accuracy of your tax return. 
The IRS may also provide this information to the Department of Justice for civil and criminal litigation, and to cities, states, the District of Columbia, and U.S. 
possessions to carry out their tax laws. We may also disclose this information to other countries under a tax treaty, to federal and state agencies to enforce federal 
nontax criminal laws, or to federal law enforcement and intelligence agencies to combat terrorism. 

You must provide your TIN whether or not you are required to file a tax return. Payers must generally withhold 28% of taxable interest, dividend, and certain other 
payments to a payee who does not give a TIN to a payer.
